John B. Deaver as to the present and 
possible future value of radium in 
the treatment of cancer. 


Dr. Deaver says radium is a fail- 


ure as a acure for cancer but Dr. 
Wood says: 


"Dr. 
Dcaver's statement that he 


hesitates to express the fear he has 
that 'nothing can be looked for from 
radium in the future', is a very un 
safe 
generalization. 
In the last 


three years we have learned more 
about the use of radium and X-rays 
than we learend in 
ten or fifteen 


years before. There is no question 
that in a few instances most extra- 
ordinary results have been obtained. 
To say there is going to be no pro- 
gress in the future is to be far more 
venturesome than I am willing to 
be. No one can say what the future 
wil Ibring forth" 


'On theother hand, it is well known 


that radium is extremely effective in 
curing the small cancers of the face, 
which are, fortunately, much 
less 


malignant than those in other parts 
of the body, and it is quite justifiable 
contrary to Dr. Deaver's statement, 
to use radium on such tumors if their 
eact nature is known. 


"There are many instances of cures 


of such face cancers, 
the 
patient 


having remained well for ten to fif- 
teen years after the treatment.
